It Rained, It Rained and it Rained. 

Friday was a dar 
with frequent shower* 
followed by a terrific 
that lasted practically all night. 
In 24 hours seven inches of rain 
fell according to the government 
record kept by Mr. W. F. Randle. 
The result was that Little River 
was out of its banks and rising rap- 
idly by 8 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing. People strolled down to the 
railroad and watched the 
muddy current and watches in 
hand timed the rising as inch by 
inch the waters crept up closer and 
laer to the tracks. 
By ten o'clock the river touched 
the iron rails, supposed to be above 
the high Water mark and the peo- 
ple turned away to see that the 
large Ninth street sewer was over- 
flowing and filling the depression 
in the streets at the crossing of 
Ninth and water. Soon the water 
began to creep up Ninth towards 
Main and by 12 o'clock it touched 
Frankel's corner. Then came an- 
other pouring rain and the rise 
was more rapid still. Foot by 
toot it crept across Main street and 
by one o'clock the last pavement 
was covered aud all passing stop- 
ped at Ninth and Main. But the 
worst had not come. Still it rose 
and one by one the stores on Main 
street we.e Hooded. Mrs. Ada 
Layne was the first to suffer, then 
J. M. Frankel. then A. P. Harness 
and last Charlie Dattilo. The 
water first came in from under the 
floors, then it at the doors and did 
not stop rising until it stood nearly 
a foot deep in those on the corner. 
Mr. Frankel remained in hia sa- 
loon with a pair of rubber boots on 
and at high tide at 5 o'clock the 
water measured in the front room 
9V inches. It was fully as deep in 
Mrs. Layne's Millinery store on 
the opposite corner. In Harness' 
drug store it was 7 inches in front 
and a foot or more in the rear 
room, which was lower. Charlie 
Dattilo was Hooded to a depth ot 
six inches.

While this was going on down in 
the bottom on Main street, the wat- 
ers were pouring in a flood across 
Main street north of the north 
bridge.rendering the street impass- 
able and flooding houseB in the 
vicinity.

The water was up to with- 
in a foot ot the keystones of the 
double arches, practically dam- 
ming the stream, and the current 
was flowing through Cravens' liv- 
ery stable on the west bank, across 
Seventh streetTand on intoiMerctr 
Park.
